Description of Fort Siimter. 


Fort Siimter ia a modern truncatet]1 pen- 


ta"onal fort, built upon an artificial island 
at the month of Charleston harbor, three 
and three-eighths miles from the city of 
Charleston. The Island has for its base a 
sand auS mud bank, with a superstructure, 
if we may so terra it, of the refuse chips 
from-several Northern -granite quarries.— 
These rocks are firmly embedded in the 
sand, and upon them the present fortifica- 
tion is reared. The island itself cost half 
a million of dollars, and was ten years in 
construction. The fortification cost another 
half a million dollars, and at the time of its 
occupancy by Major Anderson, was sonear- 
lv, completed as to admit the introduction of 
its armament. The walls'are of solid brick 
.and concrete masonry, built to the edge of 
the water, and without a beam. They are 
sixty feet high, and from eight to twelve feet 
in thickness^ and ;are pierced for three tiers 
of gnus on the north, east, and wast extc-ri- 
or sides. Its weakest point is on the south 
side, of which the masonry is not only weak- 
er than that of the other sides, but is not 


rotected. by any flank fire, which would 
veep the wharf. 
Once landed, an fin- 


ance may, at the present state of the con- 
ruction, be easily made ; for the blinds-of 
le lower embrasures, though six inches in 
lickness, may yet be easily blown away, 
nd even if this was impossible, scaling lad- 
ers can reach those of : the second tier, 
hich are not protected in this manner.-— 
he work is designed for an armament of 
ae hundred and forty pieces of ordnance

Some of the columbi- 
ds, the most effective weapon for siege or 
efensive operations, are not mounted.— 
our of the . thirty-two pounder barbette 
tins are on pivot carriages, which gives 
em the entire range of the horizon, and 
thers have a horizontal sweep of 180 de- 
rees. In addilion to these weightier pre- 
arations for defence, the walla are pierced 
verywhere fur muskets, of which there are 
ndlcss numbers ready and loaded.

nagazine contains seven hundred barrels 
f gunpowder and an ample supply ol shot 
owder and shells for one year's siege, and 
large amount of miscellaneous artillery 
tores.

Beef, of what is hero considered 
decent quality, but which, in Philadelphia, 
would be accounted unfit, for digestion, is 
twenty-five cents per pound,' and other 
things equally expensive. 
Clothing and 


fancy goods are cheaper than usual, and 
for two very evident reasons. In the first, 
place, scarcely anybody has money to. in- 
vest in them ; and secondly, the. shopkeep- 
ers are compelled to dispose of them upon 
the proceeds of-which to live. 
I see noth- 


ing but ruin staring these people in. the 
face. 
It is a sad sight to see our southern 


brethren so blinded by passion, at. having 
been defeated in a presidential election, as 
to lose sight of all the material interests 
of thair families rir.cl their .state. 
They 


will speedily be in the midst of a hundred 
difficulties—scarcity, want, war, diseases ; 
and this year the last is not1 likely to be the 
least.

The five 
or six hundred' poor emigrants who ha,ve 
been.deluded in. the cities of New York aac 
Baltimore, into enlisting, in the southern 
army, will doubtless be.amongst the firsi 
victims, unless they perish previously 'at 
the cannon's mouth.

The traitors who havs so long plotted the 


destrnetion of OUK government have com- 
menced the war by attacking Fort Surater. 
The-administration has not been the ag- 
gressor. Time has been given—too much 
time in the opinion of soi-.ie1—to the misgui- 
ded people of the soul'u to reconsider their 
action. They have been treated with every 
leniency possible under the circumstances. 
Instead of inducing them to return to the 
support of the common government, which 
has never treated them harshly, never tyr- 
annized over them, never turned a deaf eat- 
to any just demand, they .have, conspired 
against it, and now seek by war upon the 
nation to overwhelm it in ruin.

We refer onr readers to our telegrams. - 


They tell their own sad tale. 
Major An- 


derson and his brave command have been 
forced, .partly by the shots of the rebels 
and partly by casnalties inside the fort to 
capitulate. 
We should have no heart to 


comment on this unexpected news, but for 
the belief that to do so. will arouse a spirit. 
among the true a faithful men of this -land, 
that will avenge this great wrong done to 
the Union and to the civilized world. -The 
people of the United States have never 
failed to . chastise, a foreign enemy who 
dared to insult their flag, and they will no.t 
permit this insult at the hands of rebels at 
home to go unpunished., And the govern- 
ment, we now believe, is prepared to act 
fully up to the expectations of the people. 


We left, in the Post of yesterday, the be- 


seigers'and the beleaguered fort exchang- 
ing shots. All night the firing was kept up 
at intervals. . Fort Sutnter suffered severe- 
ly through the night, some of its guns being 
dismounted, and portionsof the walls weak- 
ened. : The heavy sea prevented the ships 
in the offing' from getting near enough to 
engage in the fight. Yesterday it was 
probably too late to save the. fort, even had 
the ships Succeeded in engaging the batter- 
ies. 
Major Anderson saw that his position 


could not. be maintained., .His garrison 
was exhausted, and the fort itself was rap- 
idly being battered dowu. 
But he did not 


cease the fire of his guns. Probably but 
foe the explosion of two of his magazines, 
by which means ,the fort was wrapped in 
flames of burning wood-work, he might 
have held out for several hours— perhaps 
long enough for relief, if not 'full "succor 
from the ships. 
Bufc towards, evening the 


tide commenced to ebb, and the ships were 
'compelled to ride outside the bar. 
Gal- 


lant Major Anderson was therefore still 
left to combat single handed in a crumb- 
ling fort wrapped in sheets of .flame and 
clouds of snioice, against fearful odds. 


Fort Sumter contained no shells. With 


round shot Major Anderson was well sup- 
plied ; but round shot played upon iron 
covered batteries were no match for both- 
round shot and shells played upon and into 
a breached fort and unroofed barracks. 
The most executien; was done by the guns 
in Fort Moultrie. Shots were sent in quick 
succession, and told on the walls with fear- 
ful effect. 
'The rebels were "aware of their 


advantage and watched anxiously the flag 
to see it fall. 
But the federal flag still 


waved. : The firing, however, ceased from 
E'ort Sumter, and Major Anderson occu- 
pied himself and men in putting out the 
flames. 
While the firing was 'continued, 


.not much damage was done — at all events, 
so say the despatches. The guns carried 
away, in the early part of the day, the 
chimneys from the oflicers' quarters in Fort 
Moultrie, and eleven shots penetrated the 
floating battery, but that is all. 
No lives 


were lost by the rebels. 
Again the ships 


made an effort to get up and engage the 
troops on Morris Island, but did not suc- 
ceed. 
. 


The most thrilling part of the narrative 


is the account given of the burning of the 
Fort. The garrison suffered severely ; and 
the unprotected men who were lowered to 
the water on rafts to send up buckets, were 
the objects of merciless shots from the reb- 
el's guns. 
In these circumstances what 


could Major Anderson do but surrender ? 
The stars and stripes were pulled down and 
a white flag appeared on its walls. This 
sign of truce was recognized by Beauregard. 
One of his Aids was sent to the Fort. As 
he approached, up to its place again went 
the stars and stripes, Would to God they 
could have held out there I The terms of 
capitulation were agreed upon, and Major 
Anderson surrendered. As the telegraph 
phrases it, this morning the flag of the con- 
federate states — but as we would say, and 
as the world will say, of the rebels— floats 
over the shattered walls of Fort Sumter. 


But the eud is not yet. ' There are men 


in the Union who will spil! their blood for 
the Union — and their numbers will be found 
sufficient to maintain it. 
The battered 


walls of Fort Sumter shall be made whole 
— the Sag of the United States shall once 
more be placed over them — ;and, as Heaven 
after rebellious Satan had been burled head- 
long down her " bounds and crystal walls," 
was disburdened and rejoiced, and " soon 
repaired her mural breach," so will this 
breach in the Union be repaired.

execute the laws. I appeal to all loyal cit- 
izens to facilitate and aid this effort to 
maintain the laws and integrity of our na- 
tional Union, and the perpetuity of a pop- 
ular government, and redress wrongs long 
enough endured. 


The first service assigned the forces will 


be to repossess forts, places and property 
that have been seized irom the Union, .The 
upmost careshould betaken consistent with 
this object. No devastation, destruction, 
or interference with the property of peace- 
able citizens in any part of tho country will 
be allowed, and I hereby command persons 
composing such .combinations to disperse 
within twenty days from .date.
